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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. For 
example, in the remarks, applicant argues that: Sakai does not cure the deficiencies of Piazza. Examiner's Response: As previously 
pointed out in the last Office Action (Mailed on 02/26/2007, par. 9) and currently maintained by the Examiner, Piazza teaches a 
programming language in the Scheme/Lisp family. Piazza does not explicitly teach C/C++ program. Sakai teaches C/C++ program ("C 
program" in column 1 2, lines 1 7-22). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the computer art at the time of the 
invention was made to modify the method disclosed by Piazza to include C/C++ program using the teaching of Sakai. The modification 
would be obvious because one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to optimize C/C++ program loops (Sakai, column 3, lines 40- 
58). 
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
